Letter 2—Female Migra- 


To the Editor: 


Sin In further reference to my 
last letter, 1 would now ask you to 
find space for an appeal on behalf, at 
once, of the wives of the farmers of 
Canada and the widows of those who 
have fallen and will yet fall in her de- 
fence, as one of the primary intentions 
of Prussia was to transfer the Domin- 
jon to the German Empire. 

Before the outbreak of hostilities we 
had 1,364,000 widows, or rather more 
than the excess of females over male 
inhabitants (1,336,000) at home, and 
the number will be a increased 
before pre! is signed. any thous- 
ands of the civilian widows were 

oung women of the working classes, 

rd working, thrifty and domestic- 
ated, and practically the whole of the 
war widows will be sa wd desirable 
as home helps, especially on farms 
where the loneliness of the life dis- 
courages girls to go to undertake dom- 
estic work and the difficulties of in- 
spection deter ple from sending 
them out. The farmer's wife also pre- 
fers to have the assistanc of a reliable 
woman of her own age to that of a 
girl requiring instruction and control. 

The experience of a score of widows, 
each with one child, has been so satis- 
factory in New South Wales that such 
women are how regarded as potential 
domestic servants and given reduced 
fares as such, with a corresponding re- 
duction in the fares of the children. 
The latter act as an anchor to the 
mother, who consequently does not 
want to out at night or to leave 
her situation at short notice. 
terest in her child also removes much 
of the lonliness women. otherwise ex- 
perience in the country districts, es- 
pecially on the fringe of settlement. 

Will not Canada also, after placing 
out all her own bereaved women,come 
to the assistance of those who are left 
alone from their husbands having died 
for Canada and for the Empire at 
large ? 

Receiving centres and districts for 
distribution can now be arranged in 
advance and enquiry will show how 
many widows with one or two children 
dan be receiyed. It would also be a 
e advantage if those from each 

trict at home co be placed out 
in the same distributing area in Can- 
ada, and such a transfer of population 
would be even more Imperial than an 
exchange St Rage. Many of the place 
names in the Dominion are the same 
as those in the Motherland. Our 
counties of Essex, Kent, Norfolk, 
Middlesex, Northumberland and Sur- 
rey,otr cities of London, Westminster, 
York, Bristol, Carlisle, Newcastle, 
Peterboro, Liverpool and Hull, have 
their place namesakes in Canada, and 
boroughs and towns such as Windsor, 
Falmouth, Brighton, Hastings, Ber- 
wick, Aylesford, Richmond and Inver- 
ness are likewise commemorated in 
names in the Dominion. May these 
and other place names soon be united 
in population across the Atlantic! 
Such systematic flow. of population 
from one place to the other of the 
same neme would be of mutual advan 


such a movement would make for a 
United Empire and reduce not only 
our own feminity of population but 


also Canada's excess of 440,000 males, | 


who in time would thus hope to be- 
come 440,000 fathers, which at present 
is impessible.

Each year the work has incre un- 
til the séventh report, just issued,con- 
tains no less than 152 pages of inform- 
ation. During the year 413 cows qual- 
ified for registration, including 106 
Holsteins, 123 Ayrshires, 35 Jerseys, 0 
Guernseys, 14 French Canadians and 
36 Shorthorns, The highest records 
made were: — Shorthorn, 15,685 Ibs. 
milk, 540 lbs. fat; French Canadian, 
10,767 Ibs. milk, 458 Ibs. fat; Guernsey, 
11,445 Ibs. milk, 520 Ibs. fat; Holstein, 
23,717 lbs. milk, 834 Ibs. fat; Jersey, 
15,211 Ibs. milk, 754 Ibs. fat; Ayrshire, 
16,606 lbs. milk, 729 lbs. fat.

An Uphill Waterfall and a Tree That 
~ Squirms Like a Snake. 

Nature in the tropics, left to herself, 
writes John Burroughs, the naturalist, 
is harsh, aggressive, savage; looks as 
though she wanted to hang you with 
her dangling ropes or impale you on 
her thorns or engulf you in the ranks 
of her gigantic ferns. 

Her mood is never as placid and 
gane as in the north. There is a tree 
in the Hawallan woods that suggests 
a tree gone mad. It is called the hau 
tree It lies down, squirms and wrig- 
gies all over the ground like a wound- 
ed snake. It gets up and then takes 
to earth again. Now it wants to be a 
vine: now it wants to be a tree. It 
throws somersaults; it makes itself 
into loops and rings; it rolls; it reaches: 
it doubles upon itself. Altogether it 
is the craziest vegetable growth 1 ever 
saw.

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A Many Women as Men Werk at the 
| Disease Breeding Trade. 

An extraordinary occupation that 
| many of the very poor follow in Japan 
lis that of the esaterl, or bait catcher, 
| who spends his days gathering angie- 
| worms. We say “his.” continues the 
account In the Japan Magazine, but 
the bait diggers are as often Women %s 
meu. The Japanese angle worm is not 
rauen from the soll. as is the case in 
| occidental countries, but from the black 

mud of the rivers and canals. 

Tokyo ts a great place for this can. 
| ing. The city has numerous streams 
land canals connected with tidewater, 
and as soon as the tide begins to ebb 
| you can see women with their baskets 

and their mud forks climbing down 
| the stone facings of the canals; plung- 
ling their legs into the deep mud and 
picking up the wriggling red angle 
worms that they dig out of the mud. 

These worms are a somewhat differ- 
ent species from the earthworm. They 
are slightly stouter, with jointed bod- 
des and ‘peculiar mustached mouths. 
The receptacles for the captured worms 
ate baskets or tubs with covers that 
contain small squdre openings through 
which the women drop the worms as 
they pick them up. As soon as the 
bait baskets or tubs are full the wo- 
men take them to the shop and sell 
them. The bait shop deals in bait only, 
and from these establishments the fish- 
ermen buy worms for their hooks, 

The amount that the angleworm 
catchers can make daily is very small, 
not more than 40 sen for each worker, 
but it. helps out in the household ex- 
penses. In the summer weather the 


work is not hard, although it is cer 


tainly hot, with the sun beating down 
on the stooping form and reflected 
from the wet mud and water. In the 
colder weather, however, it is more 
trying, for the bait enteher has to 
stand for hours in the freezing mud. 

Diseases that are the result of their 
calling ate frequent among the bait 
wotnen, especially beriberi and dropsy. 
The Japanese regard bait digging as 
the most miserable way of getting a 
living known to mortal man.

“According to his instructions the 


commander was not allowed to attack 
the Arabic without warning and with- | 
out saving the lives unless the ship 
attempted to escape or offered resist- | 
ance. He was forced, however, to con- | 
clude from the attendant circum- 
stances that the Arabic planned a vio- 
lent attack on the submarine. 

“This conclusion is all the more ob- 
vious as he had been fired upon at a 
great distance in the Irish Sea on Aug. | 
14—-that is, a few days before—by a 
large pasenger steamer, apparently 
beyonging to the British Royal Mail | 
Steam Packet Company, which he had |

“The German Government most

Will the Aeroplane Kill the Deadly 
Tuberculesis Germ? 


Aeroplanes, long looked upon by 
military experts as the greatest de- 
stroyer of lives known to man, now 
promise to become the greatest aid to 
health and 3 

Aviation is dooked upon as an al- 
most certain medium for the cure of 
the most dreaded of human ills—tu- 
berculosis. Moreover, it is expected 
that many other diseases of germ or- 
igin that hitherto have defied the ef- 
forts of medical science will now be 
placed upon the list of curable ail- 
ments. . 


The new hope of medicine, briefly, | 


lies in the knowledge that direct rays 
of the sun will kill any germ. The 
aeroplane, as now used in experiments 
in Germany, carries the patient up 
above the clouds to an altitude where 
the air is free from moisture and dust 
and the rays of the sun are direct. 

Although details of the experiments 
now in progress are meager because 
of the surplus of war news that 
crowds the cables, it is known that Dr. 
Hugo Bruenstein is making numerous 
experiments in connection with avia- 
tion as a cure for disease, especially 
tuberculosis. 

In a statement attributed to the 
Berlin physician it is asserted that 
but fifteen minutes exposure to the 
rays of the sun at a certain altitude 
is necessary to kill every germ in the 
body of a man. 

Rays of the sun long have been used 
as an aid to the cure of all germ dis- 
eases. All of the big tuberculosis hos- 
pitals troughout the country now are 
using the sun as thein chief medicine 


‘But the slanting rays, tegether with 
the moisture and dust in the air, com- 


bine to prevent the light from reach - 
ing its greatest efficiency. : 

It was during military. experiments 
in Berlin that the idea of using the 
aeroplane to conserve rather than 
destroy human life was conceived. Dr. 
Bruenstein began experiments at once 
and it is declared that they have open- 
ed up the most promising field for 
work among the tubercular known to | 
medical science. - 

Dr. Theodore B. Sachs of the Muni-| 
cipal Tuberculosis Institute of 
Chicago, and recognized as an ex- 
pert on the subject, said that the 
chief advantage of the new method 
lay in the fact that the patient would 
be carried up to a point where the 
rays of the sun were more direct than 
those that ordinarily were played up- 
on the gérm-ridden parts.

A silo is not only the safest form 
of crop insurance for the Wisconsin 
farmer, but is stock insurance as well. 
The succulent form of feed helps to 
keep the herd in good health, and in- 
sures a milk flow. 

The farmers who have silos are not 
uneasy because of the backwardness 
of the corn crop. Even if the season 
has been backward, they are confident. 
that the crop will go into the silo in 
fine shape for the stock. And many 
farmers who, before this year, have 
not thought of investing in silos, are

The man who makes a specialty of 
producing pork, should grasp‘ every 
opportunity to improve his breeding 
stock, the same as the man who is 
breeding registéred swine. 

Uniformity’ ef type is an important 
thing in the successful management 
of breeding-hogs, especially near mar- 
ket time, for a uniform bunch of hogs 
will bring more money on any market 
than a mixed lot. A pure-bred lot 
of hogs are much more apt to mature 
together and please discriminating 
buyers. ‘ 

In selecting a breed we should give 
particular attention to its adaptability 
to the environments under which it is 
to be placed. Some are good rustlers, 
some are more quiet and better adapt- 
ed to small feed lots. 

The breeds that have proved best 
suited to our climate and conditions 
in the hands of farmers and feeders 
are the safest breeds to invest in. We 
all have our preferences, our likes and 
dislikes, our favorite color markings 
and our hobbies, but from the view- 
point of dollars and cents there is no 
best breed. All breeds possess many 
good qualities, and some less desir- 
able ones, and the man who makes a 
failure with one breed can hardly 
hope to succeed with another. Judi- 
cious care will bring success with any 
breed. 

All practical hog-growers agree 
that crossing the breeds is a danger- 
ous practice, and that the best re- 
sults are attained by sticking to one 
breed.

Dear Mother and All :— 


You may have some idea of my 
pleasure when the mail bag brought 
a letter yesterday, after 
month's delay. The “Review” came 
too and I was very much surprised to 
| find therein the last thing that I ex- 
pected, a letter that I had written 

ome. In my last note, I told of our 
arrival in Cairo, how we were received 
and treated so well by the English 
soldiers at Nazrich School, then how 
we were moved into our own quarters, 
our own at present, but for what 
length of time no one can tell. 

The barracks where we have opened 
up hospital are situated just on the 
outskirts of the city. To the west 
the city stretches for miles, und if you 
are upstairs you see towering in the 
far distance, the Pyramids, To the 
south is the City of the Dead, which 
I shall speak of again, to the north 
lies the beautiful little city of Helopo- 
lis where are the remains of the old 
temple of the sun from which some 
of the finest obelisks were taken, then 
to the east lies the desert, stretchin 
far in the distance with no sign of life 
but Mie stray birds or an odd camel or 
tavd making its way across the sands. 

We have four fine large buildings 
with six hundred beds. They were 
built by Kitchener about four years 
ago and are solid concrete. We are 
getting everything especially well 
arranged now and the work is begin- 
ning. Lam very fortunate in being 

ut in charge of the operating room. 
Miss Baillie of Kingston, is nurse on 
duty and two orderlies look after the 
cleaning. When there are no opera- 
tions and everything in the way of 
supply is attended, to, I have s 
time to read up the surgery, so there 
will be no work in that line done 
which I shall not see and shall assist 
atsame. Though we have been open 
but ten days, [ have seen some 
shrapnel wounds and have seen some 
good eye cases. The first case we had 
was the removal of an eye which had 
a aplinter of shrapnel in it. But I 
speak of the work again when there 
is more to tell., 

At present Crawford, our sergant- 
major, and I room together in a fine 
room which he was given in the mar- 
ried quarters. I have slept on the 
top verandah under the stars every 
night since we came. The days are 
all the same here. A cloud never 
darkens the sun after it is once high 
in the sky, and the nights are clear 
and beautiful. For over three years 


they bave not had an hours rain and“ 


the soldiers who came here a year ago 
have not seen a single shower, so we 
have no worry about waterproofs and 
umbrellas. At mid-day we have to 
be very careful of the sun, we all wear 
suits of light khaki drill and * 
Wolsely helmets. When out in the 
sand I always wear sun glasses to pro- 
tect the eyes from the glare. he 
heat is quite oppresisve, at noon over 
the hundred mark, but in the evening 
the breeze is generally cool but never 
chilly. 

Just next to us are the cavalrymen 
of the Duke of Lancaster. They eat 
in the same mess with us and are fine 
fellows. The Eighth Hussars are here 
as well. Cairo is quite a depot for 
horses. The government has fifty 
thousand here they sayy there are 
about six thousand at Abbassia where 
we are, their riders, have gone as 
infantrymen to the Dardanelles or as 
we always call it—the Peninsula. 

There are a great number of Aus- 
trailians west of Cairo. They have 
already earned a bad reputation and 
they may cause a lot of trouble here 
if they do not behave. They are in 
the city nearly every night having a 
big time. The other evening some of 
them had a little quarrel with some 
natives in the upstairs room off the 
street. The Australians cleaned the 
natives out, pitched the furniture 
from the upstair window, nena ee 4 
biano which fell on a native and killed 
nim. Then they set fire to the house. 
The natives were furious and were up 
in arms over it. As Egypt is really 
Mobhammedan, especially Cairo with 
its million inhabitants, there is con. 
stant intrigue against the English and 
the feeling is in favor of Turkey to a 

However the English 
ave a wonderful system of control 
here now and there is little to fear 
from Egypt as loug as Turkey is un- 
successful in the war. 

Cairo is one of the most immoral 
places in the world.

It may be uncomplicated with 
any other disorder; but often it ap- 
pears during an attack of measles, 
whooping cough, or scarlet fever; it 
doés not often attack a perfectly well 
child. It is most common in the first 
year of life, and less so up to the fifth 
year; after that it is not often seen. 
Babies who are subject to digestive 
troubles will often have broncho- 
pneumonia after an acute attack of 
gastric or intestinal disorder, predis- 
posed thereto by their weakened re- 
sisting powers.

Weight of a Grain of Wheat. 

The grain, as a measure of weight, 
has its name from being originally the 
weight of a grain of wheat. A sta- 
tute passed in England in 1266 or- 
dained that thirty-two grains of wheat 
taken from the middle of the ear and 
well dried, should make a penny- 
weight, twenty of which should make 
an ounce, while 12: ounces weret to 
make a pound. e pound, therefore, 
consisted then of 7,680 grains. But 
several centuries later the penny- 
weight was divided into twenty-four 
grains, which made the troy pound 
5,760 grains. The pennyweight was 
the exact weight of a silver penny. 
The standar grain was prescribed by 
act of parliament in the reign of 
George IV.

GERMANY TO BLAME. 


Learned Baverien 1 Places Responsi- 
bility for War. 


Dr. Gruber, one of Barvaria’s most 
learned professors, has been lecturing 
on “War, Peace and Biology,“ and 
comes to some remarkable con- 
clusions. 

“This war, he declares, was inevi- 
table and unavoidable. It might have 


been postponed, but it had to come 


sooner ot later. It is idle to debate 
who is most to blame for the out- 
break of hostilities. As a matter of 
fact, Germany was to blame, says the 
professor; not blame-worthy in any 
moral sense. Germany is to blame be- 
cause she had etretched and used her 
power to its utmost, because in 4 
years it had increased in population 
from 40 to 68 millions. The war was, 
therefore, a biological necessity. 

The war says the professor, has be- 
come a battle of ideas, caused by 
varying conceptions of human devel- 
opment and of human freedom. 

In conclusion, Professor Gruber 
mentioned certain “biological de- 
manda” for the future. One of these 
must be a strengthening of the na- 
tion by a large increase of the popu- 
lation, and to such an extent that Ger- 
many will be rendered invulnerable. 
If the population of the Empire grows 
at the rate of the first five years of 
this century it will have reached 250,

BELGIANS FORBIDDEN

against the boycotting, blacklisting, 
insulting or threatening otherwise to 
injure’ Germans or persons showing 
German sympathies or trading with 
German firms, The maximum penalty 
for infractions of the order is two 
years’ imprisonment or a fine of 10,- 
000 marks ($2,500).

Teutonic ; 
Italian front. Such an effort, it is 
believed, is aimed by the central pow- 
ers at favorably influencing the Bal- 
kans. 

It is an open secret that the Italian 
general staff since the outbreak of 
hostilities with Austria has expected 
German aid to the Austrians, hence 


the Italian military chiefs are prepar- } 


ed for such an event, and it is confi- 
dently asserted in military circles here 
that even if the reinforcements to the 
Austrians are stronger than reported 
they will not alter the situation on 
the Italian front, now so favorable to 


Italian. Mountaineer detachments 
made raids against the Austrian posi- 
tions 10,000 feet high at Villa Corna 
and other peaks in the upper Genova 
valley. Climbing the most difficult 
ground and glaciers, the Alpines 
reached the enemy's entrenchments 
and partly destroyed them. They re- 
turned to their own positions without 
being seriously assailed. Analysis of 
the explosive bombs being used by the 
Austrians has revealed the presence 
of large quantities of prussic acid.
